The  Puma  gridiron  squad  went 
into  action  this  fall  under 
the  direction  of  a  new  head  coach, 
Mr.  Gene  Fetter,  an  assistant 
football  coach  at  Indiana  Univer¬ 
sity  last  year. 

When  last  year's  basketball 
coach,  Art  Cosgrove,  left  St.  Joe  to 
join  the  ranks  of  high  school 
coaching  at  Tipton,  Ind.,  former 
grid  coach  Dick  Scharf  assumed 
command  of  the  basketball  team, 
and  Fetter  took  over  football. 

The  28-year-old  Fetter,  an  Ohio 
Northern  University  graduate,  was 
was  athletic  director  and  football 
and  basketball  coach  for  three 
years  at  St.  Mary’s  high  school, 
Marion,  Ohio.  For  two  years  he 
coached  football,  baseball,  and 
basketball  teams  at  the  Thomas- 
ville,  Ga.,  army  air  base. 

While  in  Marion,  Fetter  coached 
the  Marion  Angels,  a  profession¬ 
al  football  team,  for  two  years. 
At  Ohio  Northern  he  was  football 
line  coach,  varsity  track  coach, 
and  assistant  basketball  coach 
for  a  year. 

In  a  college  career  interrupted 
by  several  years  of  army  service, 
the  new  Puma  mentor  earned 
letters  in  basketball  and  football 
at  Northern. 

Now  working  on  his  doctorate 
in  physical  education  at  Indiana 
University,  Fetter  assisted  with 
football  there  last  year, 

Staley's  Kick 
Snags  7-6  Win 
In  Frosh  Tilt 

A  touchdown  and  an  extra  point 
conversion  early  in  the  third 
quarter  decided  a  victory  in  the 
first  game  for  the  St.  Joe  frosh 
football  squad.  Battling  a  tough 
and  determined  Indiana  State 
reserve  eleven,  the  future  Puma 
varsity  men  showed  good  offensive 
power  throughout  the  contest 
under  directions  from  quarter¬ 
backs  Ray  Pfriem  and  Dick  Soich. 

The  opening  quarter  of  the 
game  gave  no  indication  of  either 
team  being  stronger  than  the 
other.  The  pigskin  changed  hands 
via  the  punt  formation  twice 
for  both  line-UDS  and  neither 
team  had  to  defend  deeper  than 
its  own  30-yard  line. 

When  the  second  stanza  began, 
the  visitors  started  a  drive,  only 
to  have  it  halted  on  the  St.  Joe 
eight-yard  line.  The  entire  Puma 
forward  wall,  playing  an  eight- 
man  defense,  stiffened  and  held 
the  Statemen  for  four  successive 
downs.  Standouts  among  the  line¬ 
men  in  this  goal-line  fight  were 
Dan  Newman  and  Vince  Agnew. 

In  the  starting  moments  of 
the  second  half  the  Collegeville 
Cubs  unleashed  their  own  offen¬ 
sive  power  with  fullback  Don 
LeMieux  reeling  off  yardage 
through  the  center  and  halfbacks 
George  Ames  and  Bob  Arlington 
skirting  the  ends. 

A  25-yard  jaunt  down  the  side¬ 
lines  by  George  Ames  moved  the 
ball  to  the  Sycamores  20.  Quarter¬ 
back  Pfriem  mixed  up  his  plays 
and  Indiana  State,  with  a  15-yard 
heave  to  Don  Newman  who  loped 
over  for  the  single  St.  Joe  tally. 
Bill  Staley  came  in  and  added  to 
the  score  by  kicking  the  extra 
point. 

As  the  fourth  period  got  under 
way  the  Pumas  fumbled  on  their 
own  18-yard  line  and  the 
Sycamores  recovered.  Three  downs 
netted  the  Statemen  only  three 
yards.  On  the  fourth  try,  with 
seven  to  go,  quarterback 
Weimbach  flipped  a  screen  pass 
to  halfback  Vrabel,  who  galloped 
over  for  the  only  Indiana  State 
touchdown.  Conversion  failed, 
leaving  the  Puma  Cubs  ahead,  7-6. 

The  ball  didn’t  leave  the  hands 
of  the  Collegeville  team  from 
that  time  on,  and  Soich,  run¬ 
ning  out  the  clock,  was  spilled 
on  the  60-yard  line,  while  attempt¬ 
ing  a  quarterback  sneak  when 
the  final  whistle  blew. 


Duhawks  Avenge 
1949  Beating; 
Whip  Pumas  40-6 

The  Loras  Duhawks  spoiled  the 
debut  of  Coach  Gene  Fetter  and 
his  1950  Pumas  by  walloping  them 
40  to  6  before  a  large  Loras 
gathering  at  Dubuque,  Sept.  24. 

Poor  ball  handling  and  lack  of 
reserves  seemed  to  be  the  main 
weakness  behind  St.  Joe’s  attack. 

Loras  scored  early  in  the  first 
quarter  on  Frank  Parker’s  plunge 
from  one  yard  out.  The  fine  pass¬ 
ing  of  southpaw  quarter-back 
Jack  Rohan  set  up  the  score. 

St.  Joe  threatened  in  the  second 
quarter  by  driving  65  yards  to 
the  enemy  eight-yard  line.  A 
fourth  down  fumble  stymied  this 
drive  and  the  half  ended  with 
the  Pumas  on  the  short  end  of 
a  19  to  0  score. 

Loras  continued  to  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  breaks  in  the 
second  half  by  intercepting  a 
Puma  pass  for  a  45-yard  touch¬ 
down  run.  Minutes  later  the 
Duhawks  drove  47  yards  on 
straight  line  plays  to  add  another 
six  points. 

A  Puma  fumble  recovery  on  the 
Loras  46  led  to  their  lone  score. 
Two  completed  passes  by  John 
Fedorik  put  the  Pumas  on  the 
Loras  12.  On  the  opening  play 
of  the  last  quarter,  Ernie  Bidwell 
passed  to  Pat  Gavin  for  the  St. 
Joe  touchdown.  Don  Schubert’s 
attempted  placement  was  blocked. 

Loras  concluded  the  scoring 
when  they  grabbed  a  Puma  end- 
zone  punt  on  the  St.  Joe  30  and 
drove  over  the  goal  in  eight  plays. 


Bowling  Alley 
Rises  On  North 
Side  of  Campus 

Breaking  the  skyline  on  the 
northeast  side  of  the  college 
campus  are  the  partially  complet¬ 
ed  walls  of  a  new  10-lane  bowling 
alley. 

In  mid-August  of  this  year,  Mr. 
Joseph  Rowen,  Rensselaer  building 
contractor,  and  Mr.  Paul  Jones 
of  Star  City  purchased  ground 
125x200  feet  for  the  new  $100,000 
building,  from  St.  Joseph's  College. 
Construction  began  a  few  days 
later. 

The  building,  when  completed, 
will  have  the  same  architectural 
lines  as  the  college  field  house. 
Grey  concrete  blocks  and  cement 
are  being  used  in  erecting  the 
60x150  ft.  structure. 

Modern  Equipment 

The  blue  prints  reveal  that  the 
interior  of  the  building  will  be  a 
bright  accentuation  of  modern  de¬ 
sign.  The  features  include  a  lunch¬ 
eonette,  where  sandwiches,  soft 
drinks  and  other  refreshments 
will  be  sold.  There  will  be  ac¬ 
commodations  for  selling  and  rent¬ 
ing  bowling  equipment.  Comfort¬ 
able  and  adequate  facilities  for 
spectators  will  be  available,  A 
ladies  powder  room  and  lounge 
are  included  in  the  deluxe  inter¬ 
ior.  There  will  also  be  a  locker 
room  for  men.  Another  item  in 
the  plans  is  a  check  room  for  the 
convenience  of  the  patrons.  Air 
conditioning  is  being  installed  for 
use  in  both  winter  and  summer, 
and  the  color  scheme  calls  for  an 
acoustical  ceiling,  plank  paneling 
for  the  upper  side  walls  with  wine 
leatherette  paneling  for  the  lower 
side  walls. 

The  10  alleys  will  run  east  and 
west.  Semi-automatic  pin  setters 
will  be  used.  This  modern  intro¬ 
duction  will  nevertheless  call  for 
pin  setters,  thus  opening  a  new 
medium  of  employment  for  stu¬ 
dents  here  at  the  college.  Electric 
foul  detectors  form  another  part 
of  this  modern  layout. 

Jones  is  Manager 

Mr,  Paul  Jones  will  manage 
the  alleys.  He  has  had  15  years 
experience  in  bowling  alley  man¬ 
agement  and  was  employed  by  the 
ABC  for  some  time.  His  past  also 
includes  a  wide  variety  of  exper¬ 
ience  in  the  erection  of  bowling 
alleys  throughout  the  midwest, 

A  concession  will  be  extended 
to  the  faculty  and  student  body 
of  St.  Joseph’s  every  week  on 
Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays  from  1:00  to  7:00 
P.  M.  Further  news  will  be  forth¬ 
coming  on  this  phase  of  operation. 

War  Hampers  Work 

When  contacted  yesterday,  Mr. 
Rowen  stated  that  the  bowling 
alleys  should  be  completed  by 
late  November  or  early  December. 
Construction  has  been  delayed  sev¬ 
eral  times  due  to  the  difficulty  of 
receiving  materials.  He  pointed 
out  the  possibility  of  indefinite 
completion  if  the  seriousness  of 
the  war  situation  should  be  ampli¬ 
fied. 


Pumas  Enter 
Win  Column, 
Frawley  Scores 

A  victory-starved  Puma  eleven 
came  to  life  last  Saturday,  out¬ 
playing  and  out-scoring  a  deter¬ 
mined  Indiana  State  squad,  to 
win  7-0. 

Capt.  John  Frawley  and  Norb 
Hummel  were  the  big  wheels  in 
the  Collegeville  machine.  It  was 
the  ferocious  Frawley,  who  scored 
all  the  Puma  points  by  plunging 
over  from  the  Sycamore  two- 
yard  stripe  and  then  adding  the 
extra  point.  Hummel,  the  bearcat 
of  the  Puma  offense,  picked  up 
74-yards  in  11  carries.  His  hard, 
charging  plunges  literally  tore 
the  Sycamore  forward  wall  to 
shreds.  Coach  Fetter’s  fast- 
moving  line  never  gave  State  a 
chance  to  go  anywhere. 

St.  Joe  threatened  early  in  the 
first  quarter,  when  Tom  Paonessa 
intercepted  a  Sycamore  pass  on 
the  third  play  of  the  game  and 
ran  it  25-yards  to  the  State  15- 
yard  line.  A  Puma  fumble  on 
the  eight-yard  stripe  gave  the 
ball  to  the  Sycamores.  On  the 
very  next  play,  the  Fetter  boys 
recovered  a  fumble  on  the  State 
five-yard  line.  A  backfield  in 
motion  penalty  moved  the  ball 
back  to  the  10-yard  marker. 
With  John  Fedorik  calling  signals, 
the  Pumas  went  over  in  four 
running  plays  for  their  first 
touchdown  in  three  games.

Norbert  Blitzes 
St.  Joe  Eleven 

In  a  game  which  was  expected 
by  most  fans  to  be  close  all  the 
way,  St.  Norbert’s  Green  Knights 
finally  wore  down  the  St.  Joe 
Pumas,  Sunday  afternoon,  Oct.  1, 
and  rolled  up  a  26-0  whitewashing 
before  a  crowd  of  about  1500. 

The  main  villain  in  the  West 
De  Pere  attack  was  one  John 
Ritchay,  a  5-9  halfback  who  runs 
like  a  Sherman  tank  with  grease 
smeared  all  over  it.  All  little 
John  did  was  romp  for  three 
touchdowns,  one  of  them  for  47 
yards  and  another  preceded  by 
a  61-yard  gallop  to  the  three 
yard  line.  He  took  it  easy  on 
the  other  score,  using  only  10 
yards  to  punch  over.  In  addition 
to  his  three  T.  D.’s  Ritchay 
booted  both  points  after  touch¬ 
down,  thus  accounting  for  20 
of  the  Knights’  points. 

The  brawl  started  as  advertised 
with  most  of  the  action  taking 
place  between  the  35-yard  lines 
and  neither  team  able  to  put 
together  a  sustained  drive.  Capt. 
John  Frawley  of  the  Pumas,  a 
tireless  workhorse  all  afternoon, 
was  the  only  consistent  ground- 
gainer  for  the  locals,  being  good 
for  anywhere  from  two  to  five 
yards  at  a  clip. 

Then,  late  in  the  second  period, 
Norbert  received  a  punt  on  its 
own  29-yard  line.  It  took  them 
only  five  plays  to  reach  the  goal, 
now  defended  by  a  weakening 
band  of  unreinforced  Pumas.  The 
payoff  came  from  the  St.  Joe  47- 
yard  stripe,  with  the  aforemen¬ 
tioned  Ritchay  scooting  over  right 
tackle  and  outrunning  the  second¬ 
ary  down  the  eastern  side-lines. 
He  promptly  added  the  point  and 
the  Knights  were  never  headed. 

For  awhile,  the  second  half 
assumed  the  same  pattern:  St. 
Joe  holding  tight,  but  finally 
cracking  before  the  waves  of  new 
men  popped  into  the  lineup  by  the 
Knights.  Once  again,  with  almost 
a  carbon  copy  set-up  of  the  first 
score,  Ritchay  romped  around 
right  end  and  eluded  the  second¬ 
ary  down  the  same  eastern  side¬ 
lines.  This  time  he  was  brought 
down  from  behind  on  the  St. 
Joe  3-yard  line;  it  took  him  one 
more  play  to  pound  over.  The 
score  at  the  end  of  the  third 
period  was  13-0. 

From  here  on  in,  it  was  all 
Norbert.  The  Pumas,  absolutely 
played  out  by  this  time,  had  to 
give  up  another  touchdown  to 
Ritchay,  and  one  to  the  newcomer 
in  the  act,  Bob  Lindsay.  The  entire 
fourth  period  and  most  of  the 
third  was  played  in  Puma  ter¬ 
ritory.  At  no  time  were  the  Pumas 
able  to  advance  beyond  the  Nor¬ 
bert  35-yard  stripe.

Permanent  Bleachers  Erected 
On  Collegeville  Football  Field 

Erection  of  new  permanent  bleachers,  with  a  seating  capacity 
of  about  1100,  began  on  the  St.  Joe  football  field  this  summer.  The 
stands,  with  aisles,  handrails,  and  pressbox,  were  completed  in 
time  for  the  first  Puma  home  game,  Oct.  1. 


Earl  Reynolds,  national  sports 
figure,  and  promoter  of  roller  and 
ice-skating  shows  for  several  years, 
whose  home  is  in  Rensselaer,  con¬ 
tributed  generously  towards  the 
cost  of  the  new  stands,  helping 
St.  Joe  to  realize  their  erection 
this  year. 

Purchased  from  the  Universal 
Bleacher  Co.  of  Champaign,  Ill., 
the  new  bleachers  are  on  the  west 
side  of  the  field,  facing  away  from 
the  afternoon  sun.  They  lie  be¬ 
tween  the  30-yard  lines;  and  the 
front  of  the  stands  are  about  15 
feet  from  the  sidelines. 

The  bleachers  are  of  the  12-row 
elevated  type;  the  bottom  row  of 
seating  is  approximately  four  feet 
from  the  ground.  The  stands  are 
built  to  allow  for  expansion.  A 
larger  seating  capacity  can  be  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  future. 

Valpo  Crusaders

In  Mud,  27-0 

In  a  rough-and-tumble  game 
played  in  the  mud  of  a  rain- 
soaked  field,  the  Crusaders  of 
Valparaiso  University  trounced 
the  St.  Joe  Pumas,  by  a  27-0  score, 
on  the  Valpo  field.

Southwestern  Grad 
Talks  in  Philippines 
On  Way  to  Rome 

Present  at  the  Priests  Institute 
for  Social  Action,  held  at  Manila, 
Philippine  Islands,  April  11-14, 
was  the  Rev.  Nicholas  Schaal,  ’20, 
pastor  of  St.  Augustine’s  church, 
Isleta,  N.  Mex.,  who  was  on  his 
way  to  Rome  for  the  Holy  Year. 

A  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Institute  received  by  the  Of¬ 
fice  of  the  Catholic  Economic 
Association  quotes  Father  Schaal 
as  stating  that  he  has  won  over 
his  Indian  flock  by  becoming  a 
farmer  like  them.  “We  must  not 
be  ashamed  to  work  with  our 
hands,  helping  them  raise  better 
crops  and  get  commodities  at  low¬ 
er  prices,”  he  said.  At  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  his  talk  Father  Schaal  said: 
“It  has  been  said  that  what  the 
Philippines  need  are  good  priests. 

I  say  now,  after  being  present  at 
this  gathering,  that  what  the  Phil¬ 
ippines  need  are  more  good 
priests.”
